SaINT. ,  privately  printed  for 
distribution  to  missionaries. 

"George  Bowen  was  one  of  the  unique  figures  in  missionary  work  in  India 
during  the  last  century  and  in  this  book  Dr.  Speer  has  in  the  main  followed  the 
method  of  letting  him  speak  for  himself  by  means  of  long  quotations  from  his  re 
vealing  letters  and  diary. 

"Coming  from  a  home  of  wide  literary  culture  and  holding. a  position  of 
religious  unbelief,  Mr.  Bowen's  conversion  to  Christianity  led  him  to  a  complete 
reversal  of  ideas  and,  indeed,  of  character.

Bowen’s  spirit  but  also  deeply  impressed  by  his  keenness  of  mind  and  his  remark¬ 
able  gift  of  expression.  Indeed,  it  may  be  that  the  greatest  influence  of  his 
life  was  exerted  through  his  editorship  for  many  years  of  the  Bombay  Guardian.
